He receives his orders from the political section of USIA and sets independently 
of the management and of the Russian manager, Larionov* When Jaeger assumed 
his new position in July 1947, he was extremely reticent concerning his back- 
ground or former activities, but once boasted to one of the workers that to 
had attended an indoctrination school in Moscow* He is said to have lived in 
Russia for several years* 
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
